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| Faculty vote ‘no’ on Gonzalez

'» “After two weeks of voting, the 
majority of Sacramento State faculty 
members approved a vote of no-con- 
fidence in President Alexander 
Gonzalez on Friday, said Faculty 
Senate Chair Michael Fitzgerald. 
Fitzgerald said 464 faculty mem- 
bers voted in favor of the referendum, 
134 voted against it and two abstained 
from voting, all-together. 
_ This translates into a 77 percent 
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vote for the referendum and a 22 per- 
cent vote against it. 

Gonzalez originally criticized the 
Faculty Senate actions in an open let- 
ter to the campus community on April 
10. 

“In the 28 years I have been a part 


_ of the California State University . . . 
_I have yet to encounter the level of 


incivility, mean-spiritedness and out- 


right distortion that I have found 


among some members of the 
Sacramento State community,” 
Gonzalez said in his letter. “It embar- 


rasses and sad- f 
dens me.”

66 percent of 
the entire faculty participated in the 
vote, which is the first of its kind since 
a similar no-confidence vote went 


against former Cal State Poly, 
Pomona President Bob Suzuki in 
1998. Suzuki later retired in 2003. 

“The turnout was very high,” 
Fitzgerald said. “There were 916 peo- 
ple eligible to vote. Of that number, 
600 people actually voted. Talking to 
people, you can see that most of the 
faculty predicted that things would 
turn out this way....They took the 
vote very seriously.”

evaluated and that treatment had been rec- 
ommended...he just didn’t follow 
through. We, as counselors, have no way 
of making people come to counseling.” 

Turner said that giving students the 
time they need for follow-up sessions 
could also be difficult, depending on the 
time of year. 

“At the beginning of the semester, 
when we don’t have a waiting list, peo- 
ple are seen almost immediately,” Turner 
said. “As we hit the later part of the 
semester and everyone’s stress and anxi- 
ety starts to peak, it can take anywhere 


from a week to several weeks. It (ulti- 
mately) depends on the severity of what is 
going on in that student’s life.” 

The wait can actually be closer to two 
months, said Psychological Counseling 
Services Director Bert Epstein. 

“After an initial assessment, a student 
with moderate concerns can wait five 
weeks,” Epstein said. “For those with 
milder symptoms, it will take seven 
weeks to see a campus therapist, and nine 
weeks to see a campus psychiatrist.”

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Tutors collect books

The tutoring program at 
Sacramento State will use donated 
books to help teach the children at 
the low-income schools how to 
read. 

Sac State’s Reaching Excellence 
After Developing Effective Reading 
Skills tutoring program, also known 
as READERS, teamed up with nine 
local Starbucks locations for a chil- 
dren’s book drive. 

There were about 1,000 chil- 
dren's books donated to the differ- 
ent Starbucks locations. 

There are about 60 students in 
the program who go out to help the 
children in the four nearby elemen- 
tary schools, 

Pamela O’ Kane, Director of the 
READERS program, explained that 
a lot of the children at these schools 
are a year behind and are learning 
English as their second language or 
have parents that do not know how 
to read. : 

“A lot of children at these 


schools can read about five words, 
but by the end of the year they are 
reading first grade books,” O’ Kane 
said. 

The tutoring program is open to 
all students but right now it is most- 
ly students from the liberal studies 
department that help participate. 

The student tutors at Sac State 


_ bring books to read to the children 


but this can get expensive for a col- 
lege student and since the children 
have very ‘little reading materials, 


- O’Kane decided to ask Starbucks to 


help collect books as well. 
This way the children are getting 


a variety of reading material to learn 


and the responsibility to supply 
books is not all on the tutors. 

The donated books will also be 
used for an event the READERS 


program and the children host at the 
end of the year called the 
Celebration of Reading. 


The children read with their 
tutors in front of family and friends 
to show off what they have learned 
and also receive more books to keep 
practicing. 


The nine Starbucks locations 


- that participated in the book drive 


are Arden Plaza, Date and Madison, 
Pavilions, 38th and J, Sunrise and 
Madison, Howe and Fair Oaks, 
Madison and Dewey, Watt and Fair 
Oaks, and Arden and Morse. 

The READERS program is not 
the only organization at Sac State 
that is helping further children’s 
reading ability.

One of the candidates for presi- 
dent, junior government major 
Robert Linch Jr., said he is sure 
Romero will do a good job as the 
new ASI president, due to her prior 
experience with ASI and her knowl- 
edge of student issues. 


“She ‘seems very Well informed’ 


and she seems like a very intelligent

Linch said what he expects from 
Romero as president is to fully rep- 
resent the students. 

“T hope she fights the 10 percent 
student fee increase at the Capitol, 
and hopefully raise awareness of 
ASI,” he said. 

In the last 22 years, there have 
only been four women who served 
as ASI president, said ASI 
Executive Director Pat Worley. 

The first woman, Velma Hall, 
was president in 1985, but only 
served her term through Nov. 21, 
1985. She did not fulfill her whole 
term, as Tina Young did from 1992 
to 1993. 

The duration of women’s presi- 
dency reached its highest peak 
when Sandra Schlemmer served as 
president for two consecutive terms 
in 1995:to 1997. 

“After nearly ‘a-decade, ‘Angela 
Arriola was elected spring 2006, but

was forced to resign in January 
2007 due to academic issues. 

Elected over her three male 
opponents, Romero will be the fifth 
woman president to serve on ASI 
since 1985. Starting June 7, she will 
take over Andrade’s position and 
begin her administration. 

Linch said he plans to get 
involved with ASI even though he 
did not win the election. Aside from 
concentrating on school and associ- 
ating himself with clubs on campus, 
he hopes to sit on a committee and 
help build awareness of ASI.

Associated Students Inc., offering a 
variety of services like childcare’ for 
ages six months to second grade, 
parent workshops and opportunities 
for students such as internships and 
employment. 

Sherry Velte, assistant director of 
the center, said that the majority of 
the families they serve are students 
and the rest are faculty or staff. 

Daniel Wessels, director of the 
center, said student fees for child- 
care is lower than the faculty and 
staff and the surrounding daycare 
centers. She said student fees are 


| subsidized based on a sliding scale 


where families can get lower fees or 
even paid child care. 

“We allow students to use just 
the time they need for class for a 
flexible schedule,” Wessels said, 
“That’s exactly what students 
need.” 

The center employs 80 to 90 stu- 
dents a semester, she said, and is one 
of the largest employers of students 
on campus. 

The program also allows family 
and consumer science students to 
intern in the kitchen, employing 
child development and psychology 
students and, helps communication 
studies students complete assign- 
ments, she said. Even graphic 
design students are assigned to 
redesign the center’s website, 
Wessels said. 

One -of the -major «student-run 
projects that is' special‘to the center, 
Velte said, is the new gazebo ;that 
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students from the Engineering 
Honor Society built for the center. 
The gazebo will be used to conduct 
outdoor classrooms as well as other 
activities, Velte said. 

“The students donated the mate- 
rials and their time. We really do 
rely on the campus and the people 
here to support us,” Velte said. 

Susan Holl, a professor in the 
engineering department and advisor 
to the club, said the students have 
been working hard: on the gazebo 
since last January and are proud of 
the work they did. 

“Many of the students came in 
on weekends because, in the end, 
they get a kick out of seeing how the 
product is used,” Holl. said. 

The center celebrated The Week 
of the Young Child last week, a 
nationally © celebrated © week 
acknowledging young children and 
the people involved with the educa- 
tion of young children.

Jane Langridge, vice-presi- 
dent of the National Ovarian 
Cancer Coalition, said along 
with John’s art, the goal of the 
NOCC is to increase the preven- 
tion of the disease. 

“We have a grassroots net- 
work of 80 chapters throughout 
the United States, each distribut- 
ing literature and putting on 
awareness events,” Langridge 
said. 
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Langridge said the problem 
with ovarian cancer is that it is 
often misdiagnosed, and by the 
time the disease is found, it is 
too late for the sick person. 

“Seventy five percent of 
cases are diagnosed at a late 
stage. If diagnosed early, the dis- 
ease is 90 percent curable. 
Women must know the signs 
and symptoms, know what tests 
to ask for, and work in partner- 
ship with their doctors,” 
Langridge said. 

Women need to have a 
forum to talk about the disease 
because early prevention can 
save lives, Langridge said 

Gina Dayton is __ the 
Sacramento chapter president of 
the NOCC, and she survived 
ovarian cancer 

“T had severe abdominal 
pain and went to the doctor, and 
was diagnosed with stage one 
ovarian cancer,” Dayton said. 
“My cancer is now in remission 
and I have been cancer free for 
three years.” 

Magnan said ovarian cancer 
is a disease that does not only 
affect older women, it can strike 
women of any age. 

“One in 57 women will 
develop ovarian cancer in their 

' lifetime, and most of them will 
be over 50 years of age, but 
there are instances of very 
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young women with ovarian can- 
cer,” Magnan said.

A regular Thursday meeting for 
the College Republicans took a turn 
toward controversy as protesters 


voiced their anger at a speaker’s. 


support of a proposition that calls 
for the elimination of affirmative 
action. 

Ward Connerly, a proponent of 
Proposition 209, was invited to Sac 
State’s Orchard Suite in the Union 
by the student organization to speak 
about his advocacy for the proposal. 

Before he could speak before his 
audience, he unexpectedly came 
face-to-face with nearly 80 students 
and faculty from Sac State in oppo- 
sition to his plan. 

“This guest promotes the club’s 
mission on campus: to challenge the 


liberal campus bias and_ spark 
debate among students and faculty 


alike,” said Tyler Rico, president of | 


Sac State’s College Republicans in a 
press release. 

The proposition was _ initially 
proposed to California voters in 
1996, where it did pass with 54 per- 
cent approval, according to the 
Pacific Research Institute website. 

The proposition “prohibits the 
state, local governments, districts, 
public universities, colleges, and 
schools, and other government 
instrumentalities from discriminat- 
ing against or giving preferential 
treatment to any individual or group 
in public employment, public edu- 
cation, or public contracting on the 
basis of race, sex, color, ethnicity, or 
national origin,” according to the 
California Secretary of State’s web- 
site. 

Connerly said in the next five to 
10 years, affirmative action would 
be dead. 

He then called those students 
against his proposition a “‘mob.”’ 

“I believe treating people differ- 


ently on the basis of race or skin 
color is wrong. That is why I pro- 
posed Proposition 209...We’re sup- 
posed to have equal rights. The gov- 
ernment should have set that stan- 
dard without regard to race or 
color,’ Connerly said. 

He said everyone should focus 
more on socioeconomic deficien- 
cies, instead of “race-based decision 
making,” by getting more people to 
apply to universities who are eligi- 
ble and striving to be more compet- 
itive, 

“Civil rights belong to all of us, 
and that’s the lesson our country has 
to learn,’ Connerly said. 

California Faculty Association 
chapter President Cecil Canton said 
students need to know what 
Connerly stands for. 

“(Sac State) is a campus that is 
supposedly diverse. It is important 
to let the community be exposed to 
his views and debate against him if 
necessary,” Canton said. 

Senior social work major 
Dezarae Johnson said she was curi- 


_ ous to hear what Connerly had to 
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say, adding she does not understand 
why he wants to cut off all of the 
employment and educational oppor- 
tunities minorities have been able to 
receive. 

Senior biological sciences major 
Assabi Isaac said her intentions 
were to make the guest speaker feel 
unwelcomed, as she disagrees with 
the proposition. 

“Proposition 209 sets major set- 
backs for women and minorities,” 
Isaac said. That is not in line with 
civil rights.”* 

Protesters at the event were 
angry that Connerly was invited to 
Sac State, a Beant dike where diversity 





is stressed heavily. Protesters view 
Connerly as a black male who pub- 
licizes himself as a leader in civil 
rights, but does not, in actuality, sup- 
port diversity. 

“Our diversity is the gem of our 
university,” said Robert Marcelis, a 
sophomore government major and 
member of College Democrats. 

Associated Students ._ Inc. 
Director of Social Sciences and 
Interdisciplinary Studies and mem- 
ber of the College Republicans 
Ryan Christensen showed his dis- 
gust in the large group of protesters 


as he stuck his tongue out at the © 


crowd.

Christensen declined to com- 
ment on the matter. 

Before the large group of stu- 
dents and faculty settled inside the 
Orchard Suite, many were denied 
access inside the room. As a result, 
they resorted to waving their signs 
and chanting in the hallway in front 
of its doors until the walls were 
expanded in order to accommodate 
more people and promote an envi- 
ronment where all were invited to 
listen and speak.

Kevin Wehr, who voted in favor of 
the referendum against Gonzalez, 
said the outcome was just as he had 
expected. 

“The strong vote of no confi- 
dence was not surprising,” Wehr 
said. “Dissatisfaction has been evi- 
dent for some time, the faculty have 
finally spoken out.” 

Wehr said there were several 
events that led to the introduction 
and acceptance of the referendum. 

“One instance that comes to 
mind was after the budget meeting 
last fall, when several hundred fac- 


ulty members, who attended the 
event, expressed concerns about 
budget priorities and the president’s 
plans to cut instructional funding,” 
Wehr said. “A second moment was 
just after another meeting when the 
president dismissed faculty con- 
cerns with a shrug of the shoulders 


and a condescending ‘that’s the fac- - 


ulty” on-air comment to a local tele- 
vision news reporter.” 

Fitzgerald said the message 
behind the referendum was not one 
of malice, but is instead a call for 
action and cooperation. 

“The faculty wants the president to

take the academic budget more seri- 
ously,” Fitzgerald said. “The referen- 
dum was not a call for his resignation, 
but is instead a call for change. We 
hope he will take it that way and be 
willing to sit-down with the Faculty 
Senate to try to iron out the issues. If 
that can happen, I think the results will 
be more positive than negative.” 

He said that he is unsure of what 
will happen next. 

(Gonzalez) can either come out 
with a conciliatory statement saying 
that he hears the vote, understands it 
and wants to fix the problem, or he 
can come out on the other side,” 


Fitzgerald said. 

Wehr said that Gonzalez has 
only two choices. 

“(Gonzalez) has the choice to 
resign or work toward restoring the 
faculty’s confidence in his ability to 
lead,” Wehr said. “In the past, univer- 
sity presidents who lost the confidence 
of faculty have usually resigned.” 

Last month, Gonzalez said he 
would not step down as campus 
president. 

CSU Sok eetonetl Claudia 
Keith said the CSU and its leaders 
are confident with Gonzalez and the 
work he has done. 
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‘The chancellor and the trustees 
support Gonzalez all the way,” 
Keith said. “He is a great leader.” 

Wehr said the referendum offers 


Gonzalez a clear road map for rec- 


onciliation with the faculty. 

“By directing the Faculty Senate 
to identify ‘specific actions that the 
president must take’ to ‘restore the 
quality of the instructional  pro- 
gram and the Faculty’s confidence 
in his leadership,’ the Senate is 
offering him a road map,” Wehr 
said. “I hope Gonzalez will make 
use of this opportunity.” 

Fitzgerald said that regardless of 


what happens next, the ball is offi- 
cially in Gonzalez’s court. 1 
He said that the faculty’s vote is 
important at the campus level, but 
carries little weight beyond that. 
“The faculty are expressing 


‘themselves and that’s fine,” Keith 


said. “The vote has no official bear- 
ing on Gonzalez or his job.” 

In his letter, Gonzalez said he is 
“committed to bringing people 
together so that we can help our 
campus reach its full potential.”

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Students research campus safety

The impacts and research of a 
class project on emergency pre- 
paredness may quell rising safety 
concerns on the Sacramento State 
campus. 

Gerontology majors Marian 
Smith, Nancy Freeman, and Nancy 
Murrish said collective interest 
spurred their research on emergency 
preparation procedures well before 
recent local school shooting threats 
or the Virginia Tech University mas- 
sacre two weeks ago. ‘’ 

There are “all kinds of things 
you can do to self-help, but” most 
people don’t know what they are, 
Smith said. 

Seeing how fear permeated edu- 
cational institutions nationwide, 
they broadened their scope from 
merely gathering information for 
their personal knowledge to finding 
ways to make available information 
more accessible to Sac State stu- 
dents, who are often ignorant of 
emergency procedures. 

“We wanted to bring up student 
awareness level so students can 
assume responsibility for them- 
selves,” Smith said. 

Murrish added, “In any emer- 
gency, you need to take care of 
yourself first before you can expect 
any outside help.” She said no one 
should assume that rescue or outside 
help would arrive and act immedi- 
ately. 

Lt. Dan Davis of the University 
Police Department said everyone

¢Be informed. University Police Lt. Dan Davis sug- 
gested that students take the initiative to do research. 
“Ask questions. Read the materials. Develop (emer- 
gency) scenarios and develop an individual plan,” he 


said. 


¢Staying inside is usually best. Davis said in an event 
like the Virginia Tech shooting, seeking shelter is bet- 
ter than evacuation because it leaves one less sus- 
ceptible to stray bullets or random shots fired into a 


crowd. 


¢Program the University Police phone number on to 
your cellular phone. Senior gerontology major Nancy 
Freeman said dialing 911 from your cell phone 
directs the call to the California Highway Patrol, 
which then directs your call to the nearest authorities. 
Avoid the runaround and call University Police direct- 
ly to report crime on campus. 

¢Have an emergency preparedness kit which 
includes provisions like food and water in your home 
and car. Murrish said the Red Cross suggests that 
emergency kits should have supplies, food and water 


good for 72 hours. 


¢Remain calm and follow directions. “You’re calm if 
you know how to take care of yourself and you have 
a plan,” Murrish said. She said remaining calm will 
allow one to think clearly to deploy the plan.

Vigil honors victims of Virginia massacre

Dressed’ in maroon and burnt 
orange, Victoria Cornwell, a 
Sacramento State freshman nursing 
major , approached the microphone 
at a candlelit vigil for the victims at 
Virginia Tech University. 

Cormwell told her story about 
what is now the deadliest college 
shooting in U.S. history. 

Half of her high school graduat- 
ing class went to Virginia Tech. On 


the day of the shootings; it was dif- * 


ficult for Cornwell to’be so far from 
home without knowing what had 
really happened and whether any of 
her friends were victims in the 
tragedy, she said. 

In the aftermath, Cornwell found 
out that she had lost a friend. Ryan 
Clark, an avid band member and 
triple-major with a 4.0 GPA, lost his 
life to the gunman on what initially 
seemed to be an average day at 
school. He was one of 32 victims 
reported dead. 

Cornwell was united with more 


than 200 students and community. 


members who filled the Library 
Quad at 8 p.m. on April 24. 

* ASI held the event for students 
to recognize that the victims of the 


shootings were also college stu- 
dents, and to try to imagine the pain 
this caused for them, said Curtis 
Grima, vice-president of Academic 
Affairs. 

“Sometimes the good die young. 
Hopefully some lessons will be 
learned, and we can all work to 
understand each other better,” he 
said. 

The organization supplied a can- 
dle for everyone present. The par- 
ticipants provided a mood to set the 
flame. 

‘That mood was distinguished by 
tears, but.also by hope. 

Following her tearful confession 
about Clark, Cornwell came up to 
the microphone for a second time to 
share her hopeful views about the 


» tragedy. She also has a friend who 


survived the shootings. Her friend 
Heidi. Miller was shot three times, 
once in the spine, and may never 
walk again, but she survived. 

“Our mothers were talking the 
other day. All my mom wanted to do 
was hold me and kiss me,” 
Cornwell said. 

“Heidi may never walk again, 
but she’s alive, and her mother is 
happy because she can still hug and 
kiss her till the day she dies.” 

In the wake of this tragic situa- 
tion, many students took the oppor- 
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tunity to attend the vigil as an inspi- 
ration to convey their newfound 
thoughts of wisdom to remind oth- 
ers to celebrate life. 

“T smile a little brighter, I hold 
my friends a little tighter and listen a 
little longer,’ said Joshua Phillips, a 
graduate student studying social 
work. :

“Some stu- 
dents have come in regarding the 
shootings, but this time of the semes- 
ter is always busy due to the stress of 
upcoming finals, papers and relation- 
ship stress due to time pressures.” 

He said the shootings have had a 
large impact on college campuses 
around the world. 

“There is a tremendous amount 
of online communication among 
college counselors,” Turner said. “Tt 
has impacted us in terms of faculty 
and fellow students being more 
aware and concerned about students 
who appear to have adjustment dif- 
ficulties or who seem lonely, isolat- 
ed or unable to connect,” 

He said the key thing students 
should look out for is a change in 
behavior. 

“A person may suddenly become 
extremely withdrawn, quit doing

ly preoccupied or overly happy for 
no reason,’ Turner said. “Being able 
to communicate and expressing a 
concern about the changes you 
notice in your friend can oftentimes 
provide that lifeline.” ei 

Turner said that while feeling 
embarrassed is a natural reaction, 


. Students should not worry about 


what others will think of them 
because receiving counseling or 
psychological services is actually 
very healthy. — 

“We have our clients report back 
to us on their experience and our 
services by taking a satisfaction sur- 
vey, Epstein said. “Ninety-five per- 
cent of our clients have said that 
they were satisfied with the services 
they received from us and that they 
would recommend us to others.”

~For BETTER SAFETY 


f Destination 2010 is truly the direction that 
Sacramento State is taking, and since we as stu- 
ents are helping to pay for a new recreation and 
wellness center, then we should probably install one 
or two campus police call boxes near Hornet 
Crossing. 

To those unfamiliar with the crossing, it is a walk- 
way that students and pedestrians access throughout 
the day, but life on the crossing evolves dramatical- 
ly from day to night. During the day, students use 
the path to avoid parking fees and traffic, while citi- 
zens stroll through the path to walk dogs, stop at the 
taqueria across the street or to the light rail station. 

The student lofts that will soon open near Folsom 
Boulevard and 65th Street will increase the foot traf- 
fic. Many students will be walking since the lofts 
will have few parking spots and few students will 
have the ability to drive to campus. Hornet Crossing 
will be their point of access. 

At sundown, the casual and relaxed demeanor of 
those making the crossing changes. People walk 
faster and hold their belongings close to their bodies. 
Most specialty stores close soon after dark, and the 
street eerily resembles old Detroit. At night, home- 
less people can be seen carrying sacks of clothes and 
cans while the others, presumably mentally unstable, 
stammoer and stumble about. For anyone trekking 
across campus late in the evening, a stroll through 


Hornet Crossing can be a passage into another 
world. 

The Hornet Crossing is a concrete path roughly 
10 feet wide, and it runs underneath the railroad 
tracks near Folsom and Elvas. Lights line one side of 
the crossing, and a chain link fence runs the span of 
the pathway on both sides. 

It can be argued that the lighting Sac State is 
responsible for on Hornet Crossing is more than suf- 
ficient. But sufficient in this case is not good 
enough. 

The recreation and wellness center is part of a 
larger facelift that Sac State is currently receiving. 
The improved sports and fitness facilities will bring 
larger crowds to Sac State events, and security needs 
to be ensured. Security call boxes need to be 
installed by the Hornet Crossing so that students can 
call for a security escort if necessary. 

If nothing is done to improve the safety of the 
crossing, then it is reasonable to argue that sometime 
in the future, someone will be walking home through 
the crossing and get mugged — or worse — and then 
the whole school will panic and demand action from 
the administration. Or we could just put some secu- 
rity call boxes in the ground right now, while the

_ The No. 1 seeded Sacramento State men’s 
tennis team (20-5, 9-0) won the Big Sky 
Championship on Sunday. 

The top two seeds had byes for the first 

day of the tournament. 
_ The No. 3 Eastern Washington Eagles (13- 
11, 7-2) shut out the No. 2 Montana Grizzlies 
(11-9, 6-2) 4-0 to advance to the Big Sky 
finals. 

A day earlier, Eastern Washington elimi- 
nated No. 6 Weber State and ended a 0-22 
drought at the Big Sky Championships. 

Eastern Washington and Sac State met in 
both teams’ first conference match and the 
Big Sky final.

Sacramento State Open

' As the Hornet track team goes into its 
final stretch run before the Big Sky Cham- 
pionships and the NCAA regional, the 
team is poised and riding high. 

. The Sacramento State Open is the last 
home meet of the year and is also Senior 
Day. For many athletes, it is possibly the 
last time they will ever compete in front of 
the home crowd. 

“It’s going to be an emotional meet,” 
senior Nancy Searcy said. “I hope a lot of 
people come out. We just got the track 
resurfaced, and a fast surface equates to 
fast times.” 

'The Hornets haven’t been able to use 
the track for a week because of the resur- 
facing. This week is their first opportuni- 
ty,to try the new turf out. 

“Tt will be interesting to see how it 
feels,” Searcy said. 

. Searcy is extremely close to breaking 
the school record in the 110-meter hur- 
dles and the long jump. She is one-hun- 
dredth of a second away and less than a 
full inch from achieving both of those 
milestones. 

: “T just want to close it out at home with 
the best performance I can,” Searcy said. 

‘Lori Vaught has excelled this year as 
well. She has qualified for the regional in 
the triple jump, but is currently a cen- 


timeter short in the long jump. 

“T’m looking forward to this last meet 
at home,” Vaught said. “It’s a good re- 
fresher - making sure everything clicks. 
We love having everyone come out to 
watch us.” 

After a more than successful indoor 
season, the Hornets have continued to 
overachieve on the outdoor side as well. 

Junior Daniel Imlach has been steady in 
the pole vault throughout the year. He is 
currently in position for another Big Sky 
title and has already qualified for region- 
al competition. ! 

David Nichols has continued to stay 
consistent in a bid to win his third straight 
Big Sky outdoor title in the shot put. His 
discus has also improved dramatically 
over the course of the season and still 
competes despite not being 100 percent 
because of the wrist injury he suffered in 
December, 

“We are going to’ be up for winning 
the outdoor conference meet-this team, 
once we get in championship phase we 
really turn iton. It was a big confidence 
booster winning indoor, and now we can 
win and surprise the league again, since 
they all think it was a fluke," Nichols 
said. 

Senior Chauncey Corbin is one of the 
most solid sprinters on the team. He con- 
tinually puts up good times and competes 
hard at every meet. The recognition does- 
n't always come his way, but he continues 
to improve and strive for excellence. 

This is also the last chance for the re- 
lay teams to practice their handoffs in a 
competitive environment. Relay ex- 
changes are key to a possible victory.

For many of the seniors, it is their last 
day - their last hurrah. Not every senior 
will make it to the Big Sky Championships 
or the NCAA regional. For some, this is 
their last chance at Sac State to qualify 
and do the best they possibly can, for 
themselves and the school. 

“This meet is a good opportunity for a 
lot of athletes to bring together their tech- 
nique and fine-tune their performance,” 
Director of Track and Field and coach 
Kathleen Raske said. 

Raske stressed that the men’s Big Sky 
Indoor victory earlier this year was by 
only a point and a half. That leaves no 


margin of error if the team is to continue 
its winning ways. There are also more 
events outdoor, which leaves less room 
for any kind of mistake. 

“We need everyone to step it up and 
perform at their best if we want another ti- 
tle,’ Raske said. 

Raske continued to say that she ex- 
pects the women to shine as well. She 
said Weber State is the favorite, but if 
everyone comes together, she thinks they 
can finish in the top three. 

While other sports’ home events get 
athletes psyched and fired up, Raske said 
track isn’t quite like that. She stressed 


that quite a few athletes will be resting, but 
it is also the athletes’ last chance to get a 
qualifying mark for the Big Sky and 
NCAA Championships. 

“Tt is much more of a mental challenge 
now,” Raske said. “The physical work is 
done. It’s about being prepared for the 
championship season.” 

The Sacramento State Open is on Friday 
at Hornet Stadium. It is scheduled to start 


at 11 a.m. and run throughout the day.

Graham Streeter, a Sacramento 
State alumnus film maker, didn’t need 
a film degree to make a successful 
movie, but his business degree helped. 

Streeter’s movie “‘Cages’’ has been 
playing since March 22 in Singapore 
theaters.

The mostly Asian cast revolves

“Cages is about sight and about 
how wonderful colors are, but there is 
also a wonderful audio track to ac- 
company the visual aspect of the 
film,” Streeter said. 

Iwamatsu’s character owns a 
songbird shop where birds are taught 
to sing for competitions. “The dy- 
namic between the audio of the song- 
birds and the blind boy is very pow-

For the past two decades, Paul 
Rodriguez has entertained audi- 
ences on television and film, as well 
as performed stand-up comedy in 
front of live crowds, which is where 
his roots lie. 

Rodriguez’s film appearances 
include “Tortilla Soup,” “A 
Cinderella Story,” and in 2001’s 
“Ali,” he played the outspoken Dr. 
Ferdie Pacheco. 

In 1984, Rodriguez made history 
with his short-lived sitcom “a.k.a. 
Pablo.” The sitcom was about a 
comedian (Rodriguez) struggling to 
find a balance between his stand-up 


and his family’s approval. It aired 
for six. “episodes, «but 4 the 
Smithsonian has recognized the 
show as the first mainstream TV 
show featuring a Mexican- 
American family. 

Even with his television and film 
success, Rodriguez stays true to his 
comedic roots. 

‘IT only do movies so that my 
name gets out there and people 
come and see me live,” Rodriguez 
said in a phone interview. 

Like most comics, Rodriguez 
got on stage for the first time 
because of strong encouragement 
from his friends. While he was in the 
Air Force, his friends encouraged 
him to go on stage and do an 
impression of their commanding 
officer. Everyone in the audience 


was left laughing — except the offi-. 


cer, Rodriguez said. 

He was planning to become a 
lawyer until he sat down and asked 
himself some realistic questions: 








“Am I really going to do all. that 
reading?

During his amateur nights, he 

was roommates with Jim Carrey at 
the Los Angeles comedy club “The
